GEORGIA'S RIVERS AND HARBORS 


Will Come in for a Good Slice Out of the 
Annual Dividend—News of the 
Various Departments. 


Washiastou, March 21.—(Special.)-—he 
eonfercnec Of postmgsters of the co mtry 
with the post master genera] here during the 
tast few duy~ wal! result in much im iove- 
ment to the postal service of the eccuutcry. 

The conference appointed a comuitt2e to 
Jraw up seve'a'’ Lills to be presented :o the 
committees of th: two houses for action. 

“Among the uev plans they have formu- 
Inted and pre.ented to congress are the fol- 
lowing: 

To establish pestal savings depositories, 

at savings may be deposied in 
ali posiofhces cestgnated by the postniuster 
geveral in sums of O cents or more by the 
use of SAVUe4 stomps, and the subsequent 
conversion ¢f said small sums into certia- 
cates of cep sit of from $5 to $100. Lhe 

ili will fu ther provide for the investinent 
of such sav.tgs tvnds in government, state, 
vounty, scicol «serict and municipal hoids 
in the sections vwhere the meney has Deen 
collected. ane depositors are to partict- 
pate in the «ntrings from the investinents 
for al! sums '«.t on deposit for six mouths 
or more. 

Issuance of Postai Notes. 

Another very important bill drawn up 
by this conference is to provide for the is- 
suance of postal notes at all postoffices in 
the country for sums of less than one dol- 
ler free of cost. The notes are to be re 
deemable at any office within three months 
from the date of issue. This three months’ 
limitation is placed upon them to prevent 
them becoming a -irculating medium. 

Postmaster Lewis, of Atlanta, is one of 
the committee who drew up this bill. In 
speaking of it today, he said that it would 
be a great convenience to the country peo- 
ple who want to send small amounts to the 
cities to make purchases. It would do away 
with the necessity and inconvenience of 
using stamps. It would also be of much 
service to the newspupers, and he believed 
by making it easier for subscribers to send 
the money to get papers would lead to an 
increase of the number of subscribers. Un- 
der the system provided for by this bill 
postal notes will. be issued just like frac- 
tral paper currency, in amounts ranging 
from one cent to one dollar. When pur- 
chased for transmission through the mails 
the date will be stamped upon them. and 
they will only be good for three months 

from that date. 

The conference also drew up a bill pro 
viding for experimenting with the postal 
telegraph. Also for the experimental use of 
the telephone. They also appointed a com- 
mittee to examine into the expense and ad- 
visability of using pneumatic tubes in the 
larger cities. Also a bill to prohibit purely 

vertising sheets from transmission 
through the mails as second-class matter. 
Also to consoldate third and fourth-class 
mail matter. 

The Free Delivery of Mails. 

One of the most important bills they drew 
up and presented to congress is that to pro- 
vide for the free delivery of mails in all 
towns of exceeding five thousand inhabitants 
or where the postal receipts exceed five thou- 
sand dollers. 

They have also asked congress for an ap- 
propriation. of $500,000 for experimenting 
with the free delivery of mails in the rural 
districts. There is a strong sentiment in 
cougress in favor of this latter proposition 
snd the appropriation as asked will in all 
probability be granted. 

Another bill drawn up by the conference 
is to fix the minimum salary for fourth-class 
postmasters at S24 a year. 

The conference has been in session a 
week. They have discussed all matters re- 
lating to the postal service thorougbly and 
their labors will probably result in much 
good to the country. 

The Silwer Fight Today. 

The silver fight opens in the house tomor- 
row. Mr. Bland will open the debate for the 
bill, and perhaps George Fred Williams, the 
young Massachusetts democrat, will make the 
opening opposition speech. The debate will 
tun along until Thursday afternoon. when an 
effort will be made by Mr. Bland to have the 
previous question. Then the fight will open 
inearnest. The antis, under the rules, can 
filibuster for all time, unless the committee 
om rules brings in a special order fixing a time 
fora vote. The committee will do this if 
necessary, but all its members prefer not to be 
forced to it. However, it can be stated as an 
absolute certainty, that a vote will be reached, 
and the bili will pass, but there is a rumor out 
today that a combine of some kind has been 
made co smother the bil! when it reaches the 
Senate. The nature of the combination is as 
yet 2 mystery, but the senate is a great body 
for trading and log-rolling, and although a 
Majority cf the senate is for free coinage, it 
Would surprise no une here to see it pigeon 
hole the Bland bill for the session.

The Tarriff Debate. 


The feature of the tariff debate today was 
the speech of General Wheeler, of Alabama. 
He said it was the duty of congress to revise 
the tariff laws so as to add to the prosperity of 
ail the people; that to increase the price of 
labor, Whether of farm or factory, we must 
increase the demands for the products of 
labor, and that cau only be done by extending 
the market for American products. This is 
the democratic policy. American farms and 

tories now produce from one-third to one- 
half the staple products of the world, while 
her population is but one twenty-fifth, and if 
her rate of progress is continued, she will soon 
Produce from one-half to two-thirds of the 
staples of the world. This condition iimpera- 
tively demands that foreign markets be opened 
for our increasing surplus, instead of the re- 
Publican idea of Chinese exclusion.

Georgia fares well inthe river and harbor 
bill, The bi!l was completed today, and will 
bo reported to the house at once. 

Savannah harbor getsa big slice of the 
Georgia pie-—$425,000 is appropriated for ex- 
pend:ture right now, and the bill authorizes 
giving out a contract for the completion of the 
deep water project. 

The other harbor appropriations are: Bruns- 
ewick, to compiete inside harbor, $27,500; Cum- 
berland sound, $112,500; Darien, $25,000. 

The river appropriations are: Altamaha, 
$15,000; Chattahoochee, below Columbus, 
$20,000; Chattahoochee, between West Point 
and Franklin, $5,000; Flint, $15,000; Oc- 
mulgee, $25,000; Oconee, $25,000; Savannah, 
below Augusta, $35,000; Savannah, above 
Augusta, $10,000; Jeky! creek, $7,500; Coosa, 
between Rome and railroad bridge, $130,000; 
inside route to Florida, $15,000. 

From the above it will be seen that Georgia 
gets at once $895,500, besides the control of 
the system for Savannah, which means $3,000,- 
needed. In other words 
Georgia is decidedly on top in the river and 
harbor bill, and Colonel Lester deserves great 
credit for what he has done. 

What South Carolina Gets. 

Sonth Carolina is provided for as follows: 

Harbors—Charleston is put under the con- 
tract system, and besides gots this year $300,- 
000; Georgetown, $12,000; Wingaw Bay, 
$100,000. 

Rivers—Edisto, to complete, $7,385; Great 
Pee Dee, $10,000; Sdntee,§830,000 ; Waccamaw, 
€10,000; Wappoo cut, to complete, $10,000; 
Watteree, annual maintainanee, $2,500; Con- 
garee, $5,000; Mingo creek, to complete, 
$3,000; Little Pee Dee, $5,000; Clark river, to 
complete, $2,500; Bufort, tocomplete, $12,500. 

Alabama’s Share.

Pensioning the Veterans.

The bill provides for all survivors and widows 
to receive $8 a month.

or until the department is informed thatthe 


revenue vessels to be used in patrolling the 
sea are inadequate for service. Notwithstand- 
ing this semi-official statement, it is known 
that the department is preparing vessels for 
-ervice@ tle north Pacitic ocean in the event 
that they shall be needed. lL. W. B. 


THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


Petitions to Compel the Closing of the Chi- 
cago Fair on Sunday. 

Washington, March 21.—In the senate 
among the papers presented and referred 
was a memorial from citizens of Philadel- 
phia in mass meeting, asking congress to 
refuse all appropriations for the Colum- 
bian exposition unless coupled with the 
restriction that the gates thereto be ab- 
solutely closed on Sunday. 

A memorial to the same effect from the 
state of Mississippi was presented by Mr. 
George. 

Over half an hour was occupied in the 
presentation of memorials, most of them 
being from state granges on a great Va- 
riety of subjects. 

Among the bills introduced and referred, 
was one by Mr. George, authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury to ascertain the 
amount of internal tax collected upon cot- 
ton produced in each of the states, and on 
demand to pay the amounts so ascertained 
to the governors of the respective states, 
to be held in trust for the benefit of the 
producers of the cotton so taxed. The see: 
retary of the treasury is authorized to 
issue enogh treasury. notes, bearing no 
are to carry out the purposes of the 
ill. 

Mr. Morgan reported to the senate a sub- 
stitute for his bill to dispose of certain pub- 
lic lands n Alabama. The stbsttute pro- 


vides that all public lands in that state now 


subject to sale as mineral lands, are to be 
granted the state to be used in promoting 
technical edueation. 

About half-past 1 o’clock Mr. Hill, who 
had been absent for the last week, made 
his appearance in the chamber and ocecu- 
pied his seat for a short time. 

After disposing of a large number of mis- 
cellaneous bills, some of them for public 
buildings in small towns, the senate went 
into executive session and soon after ad- 
journed. 


Lord Salisbury’s Reply. 

Washington, March 21.—Lord Sailsbury 
has sent a communication to this govern- 
ment in reply to the note of Acting Secre- 
tary Wharton, of the state department, 
requesting a renewal of the modus vivendi 
for the protection of seal life in Behring 
sea during the coming season. The com- 
munication was received today by Mr. 
Wharton through Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British minister at Washington. The act- 
ing secretary took it over to the white 
house during the afternoon and submitted 
it to the president. Mr. Wharton declined 
to indicate the nature of Lord Salisbury’s 
reply. 


A Savings Bank Closes. 

Painesville, O., March 21.—The Painesville 
Savings and Loan Association bank closed its 
doors this morning. The depositors are gen- 
erally working people, who are crowding 
around the building and!{threate ning violence 
to the officials. Colonel R. K. Paige, well 
known in railway cireles, and one of the most 
prominent capitalists in northern Ohio, is at 
the head of the concern. No figures are ob- 
tainabie at this time and the cause of the 
failure cannot be learmed. A notice on the 
door of the bank conveys the informaiion that 
a settlement will be made with the depositors 
as soon as possible. 


Refused to Pay the Advance. 

Chattanooga. Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)—To- 
day the Chattanooga Union Railway Company 
raised the fare on all their lines to 10 cenis, un- 
less passenyers purchased tickets at the town 
office. Dick Henderson, a well-known citizen,re- 
fused to pay the advance, claiming that he had 

iven the road a right of way through his place, 
and that they had no right to charge him double 
fare under ak agreement between himself and the 
railroad. The*condnuetor called in the fireman 
and engineer, and forcibly ejected him froin the 
car, and he now threatens to sue the company. 
Much interest is attached to his case,

RETURNING TO WORK. 


The English Hiners Going Back to 
Their Pits, 


AND THE GREAT STRIKE WEAKENING, 


Mine Owners Though Claim That 
the Men 


SHOULD CLEAR AWAY THE DIRT 


Which Has Falien While They Were 
Idle—Mrs. Osborne Dying in Prison. 
Other Foreign News. 


London, March 21.—In accordance with the 
decision of the miners’ federation, nearly all 
the coal miners who quit work on the 12th, 
with the exception of the Durham miners, 
who are not members of the federation, re- 
sumed work this morning. In afew districts 
where the miners are still idie, mine owners 
insist that theumen shall remove without pay- 
ment fails of earth that have occurred during 
the week of their self-imposed idleness. This 
the men refuse to do. 

In other collieries there is some friction in 
consequence of the federation’s decision to 
limit work to five days. The strikers in Dur- 
ham whoquit work, not with any idea of 
causing anadvancein the price of coal, but 
with the intention of resisting the threatened 
reduction in wages, number $2,000. 

Newspapers predict that in this district there 
will be a protracted struggle between the men 
and employers. A large numberof miners 
are emigrating to other mining countries, and 
many of them are going to America... Several 
of the mines in Durham are likely to be seri- 
ously damaged by the continued inflow of 
water, the owners being unable to obtaina 
sutticient number of men to properly work the 
pumps. 

Ali the Nottingham miners, numbering 
25,000, resumed work quietly at the usual hour 
this morning. Asa result of resumption of 
mining operations, the price of coal in the dis- 
trict declined three shillings per ton. 


GERMAN GOSSIP. 


Bismarck Taken Suddenly Ill—The Cabinet 
Crisis. 


Berlin, March 21.—The provincial court 
has rejected the charge of Lese Majeste, 
made by the public prosecutor against The 
Cologne Gazette, in connection with its 
comments on the emperor’s Brandenburg 
speech. 

Prince Bismarck was taken suddenly ill 
today. 

The debate on the bill removing the se- 
questration placed by the Prussian govern- 
ment upon the property of the late King 
George of Hanover, commonly known as 
the Guelph fund bill, was opened in the 
lower house of the Prussian diet today. 
The only minister present was Miquel, 
Prussian minister of finance. Before the 
debate began the house passed on its first 
reading the bill dealing with pensions for 
ecclesiastics. Herr.Richter moved to ad- 
journ the debate on the bill on the ground 
of the cabinet crisis and the absence of 
Count von Zedlitz Trutzschler, minister of 
ecclesiastical affairs. Miquel opposed the 
motion, declaring that the ministers con- 
tinued in their duties so long as they were 
not dismissed. He also pointed out the fact 
that he, a member of the government, was 
present. Richter then moved that the 
house require the attendance of von Zed- 
litz Trutzschler. soth of Richter’s mo- 
tions were defeated. 


THE SIEGE OF QUILIMANE. 


Natives Threaten to Attack—The Inhabi- 
tants Greatly Excited. 


Mozambique, March 21.—A dispatch from 
Quilimane, which town is besieged by a force 
of 6,000 natives, states that the blacks have 
assuming a most menacing attitude, and mo- 
mentarily threaten an attack upon the place. 
The most intense excitement prevails. Sears 
man and boy in Quilimane capable of hand- 
ling a gun has been armed and the inhab- 
itants are prepared to hold the place to the 
last extremity. The outskiris are closely 
guarded, to prevent, if possible, the natives 
from making one of the rushes en masse that 
distinguish their methods of warfare. These 
guards are expected, should a rush be made, 
to break the mass and prevent a combined 
attack upon the town itself. 

‘The British torpedo cruiser Mohawk, 
mounting six guns, has been ordered to Quil- 
imane from Mozambique. A Portugese gun 
boat, with 106 soldiers on board, has already 
been dispatched to Quilimanc, and if the 
ratives postpone thefr attack until the war- 
ships reach there, it is believed they can be 
easily route. 


DYING IN PRISON. 


Mrs. Osborne Reported to Bein a Critical 
Condition. 

London, March 21.—The friends of Mrs. 
Florence Ethel Osborne, whos: sentence to 
a term of nine months imprisonment for per- 
jury in connection with the great Pearl case, 
is of too recent a date to requiie further men- 
tion, have good grounds for their fears that 
she will not live to serve out her sentence, 
Her condition has been such that before her 
trial and after her condenination, she was 
confined in the infirmatory attached to Hol- 
loway Model jail. She is in a delicate con- 
dition, and the disgrace she has brought upon 
berself and family has proven greater than 
she can bear. Today it is announced from 
the prison that she is in a comatose condi- 
tion. 


The New Archbishop. 

London, March 21.—The papal brief appoint- 
ing Dr. Vaughan, at present bishop of Sal- 
ford, archbishop of Westminster, to succeed 
the late Cardinal Manning is expected within 
a few days. RNS = OTE 

Tin Plate Works Shut Down, 

London, Marck 21.—-The American Tin 
Plate Works in Monmouth has keen closed. 
At the abertillery works the operatives have 
received a month's notice of the close of con- 
tracts. Three thousand hands are thus thrown 
out of employment. 


A Semi-Official Denial. 

London, March 21.—A semi-official dispatch 
from St. Petersburg denies that there have 
been fresh failures there or any embarrass- 
ment requiring treasury help. 


MONSTER METEOR. 


Immense Uoulder Falls Redhot from the 
Skica. 

Denison, Tex., March 21.—Frank Newell, a 

cattleman of Eagle county, Choctaw Nation, 


Teports that a large meteor fell on the prairie 


last Sunday. It was imbedded at least twenty 
feet in the earth and protrudes twelve feet in 
the air. The meteor when seen by Newell 
appeared in the air jike a monster ball of fire. 
When the earth was struck 1t fairly trembled, 
and there was a splutiering and sizzing 
like unto a piece of hot iron dipped 
into cold water. The meteoric stone was as 
hot as a furnace several hours after it descended 
tothe earth. Newell estimates the weight at 
several tons. The meteor fell about 8 o’clock 
on the prairie neara small warter-course cailed 
Frick’s creek. Newell was on horse dack 
abont five hundred yards distant. His lorse 
trembled with terror, causing him todismount. 
It was not until the following morning that 
Newell and his neighbors couid approach near 
the meteor, and then only to within a distance 
of about tifty yards.

Five Children in Minnesota Perish in the

St. Paul, March 21.—Near Springfield, 
last night, the house of a man named Leahy 
took fire and was destroyed. Five of his 
children burned to death, and Leahy himself 
was probably fatally burned. His son, aged 
sixteen years, pulled him out of the flames.

HiS BOY FRIDAY. 

An Angry Father Gives Nis Son an Unmer- 
ciful Whipping. 


Albany, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)-- 
There was a flogging at the guardhouse 
Friday that was witnessed by very few 
people. It was not eifjoyed by the person 
who received it, but it was administered 
in a fatherly manner that carried affection 
with every blow and brought the blood - 
from a father’s heart. Every blow that 
fell brought tears from the eyes of the boy 
who suffered the affliction. Andrew Fri- 
day is the name of a negro who ran away 
from his father. - He circulated all over the 
city and was trying to gain a livelihood by 
the exercise of his muscle in shining shoes. 
His father wanted nim at home and so 
notified the police. When his father’s com- 
plaint reached the ears of the city officers 
the latter were vigilant and exerted them- 
selves for his capture. When they cap- 
tured him thé¢y notified his father, but there 
being no criminal charge against him, he 
could not be held. When the father came 
to get him he employed one of the officers 
to hold the boy and 176 lashes fell upon 
the boy’s naked back, administered by the 
irate father. The officer stood to one side 
and cornted the lashes, and when the 
thrashing was over turned the boy over to 
the father, who had been searching for him. 
The boy’s name being Andrew Friday, 
he suffered a punishment on the dsy of the 
week that conforms to his surname, and 
this being an unlucky day, he suffered the 
superstition of his race. He certainly re- 
ceived a terrible lashing.

CENTRAL'S TRIALS. | 


Perhaps Its Tribulations Can Be Ended 
Happily. 


T IS NOT AT ALL INSOLVENT. 


A Permanent Receiver Said to Be 
Unnecessary. 


WORKMEN WANT THEIR WAGES. 


Unless They Are Paid Off They Will Be 
Apt to File Liens Against the 
Danville. 


The Richmond and Danville is so anx- 
ious to get rid of the Central that it 
would almost pay money to have some- 
body take it. 

The Reading railroad element in the 
Danville have all they care to handle in 
the Danville itself. A ‘well-known finan- 
cier says that it is because the Terminal’s 
properties are in such a shape that they 
must be reorganized and it is clearly fore- 
seen that the Central’s security holders 
will not come in on a reorganization plan. 

The suggestion in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion that the best thing for the Centrai 
would be an independent reorganization 
without going into a permanent receiver- 
ship was taken to very kindly by all the 
interests concerned. By its action in sur- 
rendering the lease the Danville has 
cleared the air. To be sure, the surren- 
der has not been accepted, but all the same 
the cloud of fog which enveloped the sit- 
uation has lifted. The ground for’ the 
appointment of a permanent receiver under 
Mrs. Clark’s petition disappears to a 
great extent when the Danville volunteers 
to give the Central back to its stock- 
holders. 

There 1s cn’ cvestion which it is of tha 
greatest imverter-ce to the minority should 
not be passe} 1pon by the Central at this 
rime, and that i: the validity of the leaze 
to the G-ecrsia Lacific. If the lease was 
tllegal, as Mrs. Clark claims, the Danville 
cannot be nid ¢ countable for any damage 
to the Central. 

Lawyers ag‘e pretty well that there is 
absolutely un» 1 ecssity for asking the .ourt 
to. pass updo ise question of the validity of 
the lease now that the Georgia P4«-ific 
breaks it unen the [round that the Ce tral 
was not payiirg. 

An attorney svrgests that Judge i’a.deo 
or Judge Specr whichever hears the ese, 
can force w reorganization without ap- 
pointing a rece-ver at all. “The proasent 
directors are re, resentative Georgians, and 
are not contiolvc by the Terminal,’ said 
he. “This » shewn by their determination 
to ficht agains: the breaking of the le ise. 
‘They can pvt, the system on its feet in 
short order st.4 restore confidence :n it. 
Indeed, I .m srre some of them, if net 
all, woul! b=: willing to resign aad 
join hands with the minority stocks viders 
in elec ing ¢uci)er boat: right away. 

“Judging from the temper of the majority, 
they would confer by committee with the 
minority and agree upon a new board with- 
out friction. That would really, in my opin- 
ion, be the best way to reorganize. In an 
attempt to reorganize the property, the 
court would likely enjoin the 42,000 shares 
held by the syndicate from voting. In 
view of that, the majority would fare bet- 
ter were they to agree to an amicable re- 
organization. If that majority stock is 
illegally held, it can be placed in a re 
ceiver’s hands, but it would not follow that 
the lease was illegally made, because a ma- 
jority of the minority stock voted for the 
directors who made the lease. 

‘The court can either place the Central 
back in the hands of the present directors 
or force an early election by the minority. 
This latter middle ground strikes me as the 
surest way of restoring confidence in the 
Central. 

“A permanent receivership would cost 
the Central anywhere from one hundred 
thousand dollars to half a million. What 
sense is there in subjecting the property to 
that enormous expense when everything in 
the world that a permanent receiver could 
do could be as well done by a board of di- 
rectors and president, without the expense? 
A receivership would make a fortune for 
some few people, and such would like to see 
it, but Judge Pardee and Judge Speer have 
no concern in that, and will first of all pro- 
tect the interests of the owners of the prop- 
erty. Reorganization without a receivership 
is undoubtedly the happiest solution of this 
problem.” 

General Alexander, the president and 
temporary receiver of the Central, having 
refused to accept the resignations of the 
Danville’s general officers, left the tempo- 
rary management of the system in their 
hands. General Manager Green, Traftic 
Manager Haas, Treasurer Hall, Vice Pres- 
ident Andrews, of the Danville, and Gen- 
eral Superintendent V. E. McBee, of the 
Central, were in conference yesterday 
again. General Passenger Agent James L. 
Taylor and his assistants, Messrs. Hard- 
wick and Turk, came here in response to 
telegrams, and they were all in consulta- 
tion during the day. Nothing was given out 
to the press. 

Captain McBee #tated that he did re- 
sign, but as his resignation was refused by 
General Alexaraer, he is still superin- 
tending the operation of the Central. 

Mr. Hall stated that he is handiing some 
of the Central’s money and some of it 
he is not handiing. Mr. Hall has had the 
most annoying experience of all the Dan- 
ville’s officials for months past. The Cen- 
tral’s creditors have been clamorous, and 
it has not been a pleasant duty to stand 
them off. Just now the Danville is not 
paying claims against the Central. 

Mr. Edward Melntyre, who was the 
Central’s controller for many years, caine 
over yesterday morning from Columbus, 
and, under instructions from General Atex- 
ander, took supervision of the accounting of 
the Central's reveunes. Mr. Mcintyre went 
through the Niser building, met many of 
his old employes and was warmly welcomed 
by them. He was the most popular official 
the road ever had, and he was more famil- 
iar with its affairs than any one in the 
company’s service. Ile has gone into busi- 
ness at Columpus, and it is doubtful if he 
would attach hims2if permanently to the 
company again. But all egree that he: is 
the best man to reorganize the accounting 
departmep?. Hie has great ability, and it 
is significant that he was the last Central 
official dropped by the Danville and the 
first called back. Mr. McIntyre made no 
changes yesterday and simply assumed gen- 
eral supervision pending the settlement of 
the application for a permanent recviver. 

Judge Henry Bb. Tompkins got home yes- 
terday from New York. He is counsel for 
the Central Trust Company and went north 
to consult with Mr. Olcott and the com- 
pany’s general counsel. The Central Trust 
Company 


is trustee for $26,000,000 of | 


mortgages against the Central and its prop- 
erties.

BECAUSE IT DID NOT PAY. 


Danville’s Reason for Dropping the 
Central. 


New York, March 21.—(Special.)—With ref- 
erence to the abaudonmeutof the Central 
railroad lease, the facts in the case are said to 
be simply these: 

When the Georgia Central railroad was 
leased tothe Georgia Pacific, the Richmond 
and Danville was requested by the Georgia 
Pacific to operate the Georgia Central under 
the lease for the benefit of all concerned. The 
Richmond and Danville acquiesced in the 
Georgia Pacitic’s request, and at once assumed 
charge of the Georgia Central. 

Since that time the Richmond and Danville 
has not only run the operating department of 
the Georgia Centra], but has protected all the 
maturing obligations of the latter company, 
and otherwise taken the best care of it. 

This has been done with not only no profit 
to either the Georgia Pacific or the Danville, 
but, on the contrary, at considerable cost to 
the Danville. In the face of this discouraging 
experience, matters were suddenly very much 
complicated and the creditof the Georgia 
Central seriousiy impaired by the action of a 
few minority Central stockholders in securing 
the appointinent of a temporary receiver for 
that property. In view of the tact that the 
Central is now in the control of the courts, and 
that it is to be determined by that authority on 
March 24th whether or not the Central receiv- 
ership shall be made permanent, the managers 
of the Richmond and Danville have con- 
cluded to withdraw from the operating man- 
agement regardiess of what the pending de- 
cision of the United States court may be as to 
the receivership. 

If the court makes a smanent receiver, 
the Danville would thereby be be the of the 
anthority to operate the property, tie 
temporary receivership be dissolved the Dan- 
ville is perfectly willing to let the minority 
stockhoiders of the Central take charge of the 
property andrunit. . 

Asa matter of fact the majority of the 
stock represented by the Terminal’s holding 
has never tried to dominate the niinority in- 
terest in any sense, bat has practically left the 
management and the policy of the Central to 
be determined by General Alexander and the 
resident members of his board. Ifthe minor- 
ity stockholders can accomplish any more for 
the good of the property by running it inde 
pendently and on its own hook, than has been 
done by the efforts of the Danville to run it in 
harmony and co-operation with the other 
banches of the Terminal system, the majority 
nterest will bail their success with joy. 

There have been no other developments in 
the situation since Saturday.

WANT THEIR PAY, 


The Danville’s Employes at Macon Are on 
the Anxious Bench. 


Mecon. Ga., March 21.—(Specia).)\—The 
employes of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road in Macon under the abondoned lease are 
stirred up over their pay, which they have not 
received since February Ist. 

The shop men are especially concerned, and 
it is a serious matter with them. They have 
heard nothing about pay, and not having re- 
ceiveditfor a longer time than was ever 
before known in the history of the Central 
railroad, they bave taken action looking to a 
solution of the matter. 

This morning the shop forces met, and, after 
along consultation, decided to appoint the 
foreman of each department a committee to 
take charge of the matter and ascertain when 
the money due them is to be paid, if ever. 

This committee will go wellees the officials 
at once and havesome understanding. They 
are determined to have this money atonce,and 
if itis not paid the Richmond and Danville 
road may look out for trouble from 
its ex-employes in Macon. Very few, if any, 
of the shop men are able to do without their 
wages so long, and it has put a heavy strain on 
allof them. They owe money, and the mer- 
chants will soon be unable to carry them 
longer if it isnot paid. 

It is stated on good authority that the head 
ofticials at Macon are the only ex-employes of 
the Richmond and Danville who have been 
paid since February ist, and these officials 
claim that the road owes them very little, if 
anything. 

There are several instances here where em- 
ployes have been put off three and four 
months, and these are greatly worried over 
their pay.

Governor Northen Is Pressing the Idea 
Upon the People, 


IT WILL SOLVE A GREAT MANY PROBLEMS 


The School Problem Will Be Easy with 
Village Farming, and the Spestre of 
Rapine Will Vanish. 


Communal life seems to have taken root 
fn Georgia at last. 

Governor Northen has taken hold of the 
Idea of village farming and is presenting 
jt to the people of Georgia in his speeches. 
He advocated it in his own county among 
his neighbors, proposing to include his own 
farin in the experiment, and now he is sug- 
gesting it in his addresses. 

The idea is one that has been taken up 
with enthusiasm by some of the most sa- 
gacious men of the country, including Pro- 
fessy_H. (. White, of the State university, 
and AIf™ Bookwalter, the millionaire phi- 
Janthropist of Ohio. Governor Northen 
thinks it will do more to make country life 
pleasant, and will solve more of its knotty 
problems than anything that has been sug- 
gested. In his speech at Cordele and Vi- 
enna last Friday and Saturday, he present- 
ed the suggestion to the people and pro- 
posed that they take it up in Dooly and 
make that county an object lesson for the 
state. 

“The idea has been growing on me for 
geveral years,” said he. “I first tried to 
bring about the experiment in my own 
county, and the people held meetings and 
at one time were very much interested. 
About that time I was nominated for gov- 
ernor and soon came into office. Since 
then I have been overwhelmed with work 
and could not give much attention to it. 
J have taken it up again, however, and if 
my position will enable me to set the work 
in motion, it will be a pleasure to do so. 

‘Cordele is a wonderful town, with its 
factories, stores, banks and electric lights, 
where there was an old field three years 
ago, but I told those people that such 
towns as this amount to little so long as 
the country districts languish. 1 suggested 
to them that the people of Dooly county 
have 2 mass meeting and consider the sug- 
gestion of farm villages. If public spirit 
and the desire to lift the country up does 
not move the people, I suggested that there 
was money to be made out of it. In an arti- 
cle in The Southern Cultivator several 
months ize | pointed out several ways in 
which village farming may be done. One 
way is for capitalists to buy up large tracts 
of land, as Mr. Bookwalter has done in the 
northwest, and lay it off into sections, with 
a convenient number of farms and a village 
fn the center, where all the farmers and 
their families reside. Another plan is for 
the farmers to get together and arrange the 
thing among themselves, so that they may 
get all the benefit of the enhancement of 
values due to the presence of a village. 

“The advantage is that when you bring 
fifty or a hundred farmers together, you 
have a village of several hundred, with its 
social pleasure, its church and its school, 
and with a convenient store, butcher’s shop 
and all the comforts of such a community, 
increasing as it grows in size. Then you 
have frequent mails, with the probability 
of a telephone, and as the town grows 
larger perhaps an electric line or a railroad. 

“The idea is not new. It has been in 
operation in Icurope for a long time, but I 
think we can improve on the European 

lan. heir method of dividing farms into 
ong strips is not suited to the character of 
our country. The better plan would be to 
have the farms in more compact shape and 
put the village in the center. 

“Farm villages will solve more knotty 
problems of country life than any other one 
thing. The social intercourse of the village 
brightens people up, tends to promote pub: 
lic spirit and does away with the dullness 
and the loneliness of rural life. 

The Spectre of Kapine. 

“At the same time it does away with one 
of its worst dangers—one that has driven 
thousands of good farmers to the cities. I 
cannot illustrate it better than by giving an 
incident. Not long ago I went to one of 
the middle Georgia counties to talk to the 
farmers, and was the guest of an old pupil, 
who had been a farmer, but finally left the 
county for the town. He had grown poor 
at farming, but since he came to town he 
has prospered. While 1 was at his house 
his wife said to me, ‘Governor, I have often 
heard my husband speak of you, and I 
would like to hear you speak to the farm- 
ers, but if you were as eloquent as Demos- 
thenes, you could not persuade me to go 
to the country. ‘Why? said I. ‘One 
night, when we lived in the country,’ she 
replied, ‘my husband did not get home until 
10 o'clock, and I was all alone in the house. 
About Y o’clock a big, burly negro looked 
in at the window and said, with an insolent 
familiarity of manner, ‘“‘Miss Sallie, ain't 
Mr. —— come home yet?’ ’ 

“* “No,” said I, “he hasn’t come home.”’ 

“ * “Miss Sallie, ain’t you lonely in here 
by yo'self ?’ 

Ps ie, ena J." 
“**Nliss Sallie, 
here by yo’self? ?? 

‘*l was nearly frightened to death, but 
with a tremendous effort I nerved myself 
aud replied:’

“*He repeated the lie? 

, Miss Sallie, you all alone here by 
yo’self, an’ you ain’t afraid?’ 

“*eNo” said I, “Ll have my gun and 
pistol right here. Mr. —— never leaves me 
Without “something to defend myself.” 

‘*"Miss Sallie, you wouldn’t shoot any- 
body, would vou?” 

“* “Shoot!” L exclaimed, “If anybody at- 
tempted to hurt me ] would shoot him 
down like a mad dog. That’ s what I keep 
this Winchester rifle for.” 

“With that I frightened him off, al- 
though at the moment he was between me 
andl the gun. It was a terrible strain on 
my nerves, and when my husband came 
home I collapsed. Very soon after that we 
came to town, and I never expect to go 
back to the country any more.’ 

“This incident,” said the governor, 
“makes plain one of the dangers of country 
life, and against this the best protection is 
Village farming. 

“When you come to the question of ed- 
ucation, the effect is magical. There is 
no trouble about having a good school in 
@ good-sized village. The people will not 
be satisfied with five months or with in- 
ferior tuition; they will by local contribu- 
tion add enough to their quota of the school 
_ to give a full term and good teach-

New Standards of Democracy. 

We have received a letter from a prom- 
inent citizen of Savannah, complaining 
about the references made to Senator 
Hill during his visit there by The Morn- 
ing News, the Cleveland organ. Our ar 
respondent says that the leader in The 
News referring to Senator Hill, who was 
the invited guest of the city, Was & STOSS 
violation of the common decencies and 
proprieties of even a semi-civilized state 
of society, and asks us make some 
comments on the matter. 

But to what end? We should think 
that the good people of Savannah, whose 
hospitable traditions have thus been put 
to shame, could make some comments of 
their own in the matter far more forci- 
ble and effective than anything The Cou: 
stitution could say. 

The blind zeal of The News has led it 
far astray. It is not enough that it should 
prefer Cleveland to Hill, but it must 
employ its editorial columns, which are 
supposed to represent at least in some 
small degree the sentiment of Savannah, 
convey an insult to the = ears 
of the New York senator while 
he is enjoying the _ hospitality 
of the city as the guest of a large and 
influential contingent of its citizens. The 
insult was in the shape of an inference 
that Mr. Hill was in Savannah by his 
own invitation—an unexpected and unde- 
sirable guest. Mr. Hill is told, in effect, 
that he eannot deceive the people of 
Savannah and the south by accepting 
invitations that are forced upon him, and 
he is given to understand a great many 
other things of a surly and sinister 
nature. 

Our correspondent at Savannah, who 
is an old-fashioned gentleman and a 
representative citizen, may as well make 
up his mind that we have fallen on new 
times in the south. The spirit of which 
he complains is the natural and inevita- 
ble result of four years of toadying to 
republicanism. An ordinary partisan 
democrat falls far below the standard 
which the Cleveland organs have been 
compelled to set up. Judged by this 
standard, a democrat who has the ability 
and vigor to lead his party to success 
and to insist on the results of party vic- 
tory is merely a low rascal who has no 
right to aspire te the presidency. 

At the close of Mr. Cleveland's admints- 
tration what was the situation? Seventy 
per cent of the offices were filled by 
republicans. The campaign cry on which 
he had been elected was “Turn the ras- 
euls out!’ and it was taken up by every 
democratic newspaper in the land. Why, 
then, were 70 per cent of the 
offices retained by republican partisans? 
In justice to Mr. Cleveland there can be 
but one satisfactory reply to this. He 
could not find enough decent and honest 
democrats in the country to fill them, 
and so the decent and honest republican 
partisans were retained. 

Our Savannah friend must bear in 
mind that the Cleveland organs are 
bound to measure democrats as Mr. 
Cleveland measured them. He fixed the 
standard and the organs will have to 
live up to it. According to this standard 
a democratic partisan is not a respectable 
person. He was not decent enough to 
hold oftice under Mr. Cleveland's admin- 
istration. As for Hill, the very fact that 
he has smashed the republican gang in 
New York shows that he is a low and 
disreputable rascal from the Cleveland 
point of view. 

Our Savannah friend must accept the 
hew era in politics as he finds it. The 
ideal is before him. When a democrat, 
by his ability, his vigor and his partisan- 
ship, gives offense to the republicans he 
is not “pure.” If he can manage to win 
the praises of the republicans and their 
assistants, the mugwumps, he is then 
the pink of perfection, a model of states- 
mauship. The moment, however, that 
he is made the target of republican abuse 
and slander, he becomes, according to the 
standard of Clevelandism, a low vulgar 
rascal, and in order to prove that such is 
the case the Cleveland organs are expect- 
ed to reproduce and endorse the republi- 
can assaults and slanders. 

Democrats who expect to be praised 
by the republicans and mugwumps must 
conform to this new party standard. 
They must stand or fall by the gauge 
that is set up. It is no-longer pure politics 
to insist strenuously on party organiza- 
tion. Independentism is “healthy” and 
“pure.” Strictly party politics are low 
and vulgar. There is nothing ideal about 
it. This must be true because the Cleve- 
land element has made independentism 
respectable and proper. When the demo- 
crais in congress—low, vulgar partisans 
as they are!—were trying to save the coun- 
try froin the effects of the force bill, what 
was the Cleveland element in New York 
doing? Led by Hon. ©. 8S. Fairchild, it 
Was organizing against the democratic 
party of New York city, and it made 
a heated campaign against the ticket 
nominated by the party. It organized 
against the party, but it did not organize 
against the force Dill. Its great leader 
could issue an epistolary proclamation 
against the free coinage: of silver, but 
neither he nor his followers who were 
fighting the party organization could 
say a word against the force bill which 
was then pending. 

This same element, man for man, has 
organized an attack on the democratic 
party of New York state, and the Cleve- 
land orguns in this section have endorsed 
the movement with a fervor and elo- 
quence that will hereafter render null 
and void any plea they may be compelled 
to make in behalf of democratic unity 
in the south. 

It is no wonder that our Savannah 
correspondent fails to regard the situa- 
tion as particularly entrancing. He is 
too old to live up to the new standards

set up. There are others too young, and 
between the old and the young we think 
the democrats of Georgia and the south 
will stick to the democratic standards 
that were set up by Thomas Jefferson 
aud made vital by Andrew Jackson.

Theo Money Is There. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Macon Telegraph, does not think that 
our statistics quoted from the federal 
comptroller’s report in reference to the 
loanable wealth of the county prove 
that most of the money is concentrated 
in the eleven eastern states. 

The Telegraph calls attention to the 
fact that the figures of the comptroller 
referred, not to the money in hand, but 
to the capital and surplus of the bankers. 

Technically speaking, this is correct, 
but our contemporary way rest assured 
that when the east has 64 per cent of 
the loanable wealth of the country, it 
has in that proportion the money of the 
country, too. The charge that the drain 
ef wealth from the south is caused by 
legislation that discriminates against some 
elusses in favor of others is precisely 
what we stated in somewhat different 
language. It throws no light upon the sit- 
uation to explain that the people have 
not in fact the per capita circulation in 
money that the banking capital and sur- 
plus would appear to indicate to a super- 
ficial reader. The thing to consider is 
the obvious disadvantages of existing 
conditions under which the west and 
south are practically without local money 
centers, While the east absorbs the cur- 
reney and loans it out, for the most part, 
under a banking system which debars 
the farmers from making use of the only 
security they have to offer—their real 
estate. 

The comptrdler’s figures, when they 
are studied, will be found to bear such 
a close relation to the distribution of our 
currency that they become vitally impor- 
tunt in considering the tinancial ques- 
tiou. They serve to emphasize the gen- 
eral complaint of the south and west 
that with the present unequal distribu- 
tion of an insufficient volume of currency, 
controlled by the east, there is not enough 
money in circulation to meet the 
demands.

POLITICAL FOLLY. 


From the New York Journal of Commerce, 

There have been few shrewder politicians 
in this country than Thurlow Weed, who was 
master of the art of conducting a_ political 
campaign. In the days of the anti-Masonic 
excitement it was thought to be all important 
to show that William Morgan, who was 
about to publish a book betraying the secrets 
of the order, had been killed by the mem- 
bers who sought to restrain his action. If 
he really was put to death it is probable 
that he was taken in a small boat out upon 
Lake Ontario and sunk .in.deep. water. Of 
course a heavy weight would be attached to 
the body and the waves would never betray 
the secret. So ae dead body was 
found nearer home and _ identified by 
parties in interest as the remains 
remains of the Batavia mechanic. There was 
ne great resemblance between the corpse and 
the missing traitor, and some one called Mr. 
Weed’s attention to this fact and to the cer- 
tainty that the imposition would finally be 
exposed. ‘Never mind,’’ said the famous 
leader, ‘‘It will be a good enough Morgan until 
after the election!’’ 

On another occasion there seemed to be 
no good campaign cry, and his party had no 
exciting issue with which to stir up the minds 
of the voters and thus bring out the whole 
strength of the organization. “It will come 
secon enough,” said Weed, “the democrats 
can always be depended on to make fools of 
themselves just as they have a sure thing of 
it.’ There was never a truer description of 
the -habitual folly of his great antagonists. 
Another keen observer remarked that the 
democrats were like pigs. When hungry with 
nothing to eat before them the occupants of 
the pen would act together and respect each 
other’s rights. But once fill the trough and 
some greedy fellow would put his foot in it 
and upset the promised meal. The history 
of the party from that day to this has justi- 
fied the description. 

In the earlier days of the republic the fol- 
lowers of Jefferson were not only the most 
honest but by far the shrewdest of the active 
politicians. Their sagacity in adapting their 
policy to the popular taste kept them in 
power for a generation, They began their 
decline with the Charleston convention. A 
quarter of a century afterward in picturing 
the situation we made the remark, which was 
severely criticised at the time, but was true 
beyond all question, that for twenty-five 
years the democratic party, reckoning the 
entire body together, had not shown as much 
sense as would once have been thought nec- 
essary to set up in the election business a sin- 
gle old-fashioned ward politician in this city. 

When Waldo Hutchins brought back from 
Washington the proposition of the president 
to begin the crusade of tariff reform in the 
face of the coming election, he found that 
every man of sense in this city agreed with 
bim that it was untimely and the very es- 
sence of political stupidity. We exhausted 
all our eloquence in opposition to it, and the 
best friends of the president characterized 
the scheme as one of supremest folly. The 
opposition had no important issue upon which 
to go before the people. They had not ad- 
ministered the government, when in posses- 
sion, to the public satisfaction. A long lease 
of power had brought corrupt men into office, 
and foul odors have come up from every 
bureau and station. The three years cf 
Cleveland had been clean and wholesome, and 
there was a universal sense of relief. No one 
except those of his followers he har slighted, 
and his extreme partisan opponents saw any 
good reason why he should not be re-elected. 

But he would not be advised, and he 
sprung the tariff agitation upon the country. 
The republicans seized upon the project as a 
God-send to them, distorted it, misrepresented 
it, christened it ‘‘Free trade, thinly dis- 
guised,”” and with the cry of “Ruin! ruin! 
to all domestic interests,” collected from 
the manufacturers and fabricants and their 
agents an enormous amount of money, which 
they used most frecly throughout the cam- 
paign. Men of business resented the Intro- 
duction of the firebrand, and began to cher- 
ish an unfriendly feeling toward the party 
from which it had come. The luke-warm 
who had failed of recognition at the hands of 
the president sulked in their tents, and the 
republican president was elected.

Having no facilities ot that sort they 
wanted one of their own, and organized for 
that purpose, and ioe fi‘st opposition they 
met was from an allopathic source. The ex- 
cuse for the opposition was that the old allo- 
pathic hospital, ihen in existence, was all 
that was needed by the city, and it was to 
overcome that opposition, and others we 
thought might arise, that we went to the 
lion, Henry Grady, whose influence we 
knew. wus a power in the city. He readily 
yielded his assent; lent us all of his assist- 
ance with the distinct understanding that it 
was to be for all professions and everybody. 
This was agreed to, and all here well know 
how grandly upon that broad basis he led the 
enterprise on up to his death. That he was 
not an alolpath in his belief was most conclu- 
sive fram the fact that he was treated during 
his entire sickness by the homeopathic system, 
which is also denied representation in the 
hospital. 

Now [| propound the question to all fair- 
minded peopie, does that sort of partiality 
reliect the proper respect and veneration for 
the name of the lamented Henry Grady whose 
Lume we all love and venerate and honors 
the institution?

deserves the same recognition as the others. 

To collect funds for one purpose and then 
divert them to another is neither legal or 
just, and more than thirty thousand of our 
patrons in Atlanta will earnestly protest, and 
as many more broad and liberal-minded allo- 
paths, who love justice will join them. From 
the very nature of our free government jus- 
tice cannot be long suppressed, for public sen- 
timent, which is the power of the land, will 
soon come to its rescue. The maxim of the 
law is that wherever is a wrong there is a 
remedy. Beyond all doubt the wrong exists. 
Let us relax no effort until the remedy is 
found.

THE FRUIT PROSPECT IN HOUSTON. 


The Peach Crop Around Fort Valiey Will 
Be as Heavy as Ever. 

Fort Valley, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)— 
Much interest has been manifested here 
since last Friday, as to the fate of the 
peach crop in this section, and so different 
has been the opinions expressed, that your 
correspondent refused to wire a report until 
a conclusion by the highest authority in this 
section had been reached. 

Examining the Fruit. 

Since early Saturday morning such experts 
as Major Jones, Uncle Snow, Messrs. 
Shumway, Malumphy and others have been 
continually 6n the go from one orchard to 
another, examining the young fruit most 
carefully and their verdict is that about 
30 per cent of the blooms are killed, and if 
the trees lose 50 per cent of what is now 
pronounced good, the crop will be greater 
than the trees can bear up, and will have 
to be flailed off to produce first-class market- 
able fruit, and to leave the trees in a good 
condition to bear a crop another year. ‘There 
are a greater number of healthy blooms on 
peach trees this year than for many years, 
and the fruit men «greed that if they all 
matured they would have to be flailed off 
to keep from exhausting the trees, which 
trouble they say the cold wave will now save 
them to some exteat. The trees are in a 
most healthy condition, and owing to their 
being kept back fully twenty days later this 
year than last, and the uniform cold weather 
having toughened them to a greater extent 
than usual, is why experienced horticul- 
turalists say the fruit is not materially dam- 
aged up to this time. 

The Early Varieties Safe. 


The early varieties sre not in bloom here 
yet, and the buds are as dormant as in mid 
winter. The latest varieties, which always 
bloom first, had the most fruit on them killed 
while the medium varieties still have more 
than enough live blooms, with no future dis- 
aster, to produce an enormous 
which class are the famous Elbert variety. 
There is plenty of nninjured blooms on the 
pear trees to produce an enormous crop, 
more than the trees can hold up until ma- 
turity. The above facts are true as to the 
condition of the fruit crop in this section 
and are given out only after an extensive 
and careful examination of the trees by 
nee Ae the best experts in the horticultural 
world.

Mr. Taylor's Statement on the Resolution of 
the Macon Branch, %. T. A. 


Mr. James L. Taylor, general passenger 
agent of the Richmond and Danville Lail- 
roud Company, returned to Atlanta by the 
vestibuled limited train yesterday after- 
noon and was asked by a Constitution re 
porter if he had seen the article in yester- 
day’s issue, respecting the action of the Ma- 
con braneh of the Southern Travelers’ As- 
sociation at a meeting held in that city at 
the Brown house on Saturday night. 

Mr. Taylor said that he had read the arti- 

» which seemed to put his company and 
Miscit in the position of a vicarious sacri- 
fice for the recent action of the Southern 
Passenger Association recommending the 
withdrawal of mileage tickets. In regard 
to the interview alluded to, Mr. Taylor said 
that the statements therein were made in 
reply to inquiries of a reporter of The Sa- 
vannah News as to the action taken at the 
St. Augustine meeting, which had already 
appeared in the newspapers, and which was 
the unanimous expression of opinion of all 
the representatives of the association, in 
which his individual part was no more nor 
less than that of every other gentleman 
present. These remarks were made in a 
desultory conversation of a few minutes 
with the reporter of The Savannah Morn- 
ing News just before the departure of the 
train, and not prepared for publication, as 
seemed to be implied in the resolutions re- 
ferred to. 

The Macon branch of the Southern Trav- 
elers’ Association appears to have accepted 
this action of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation as reflecting solely upon the mem- 
bers of that body, Mr. ‘Taylor = added, 
whereas there was nothing further from the 
intention of the recommendation of the gen- 
eral passenger agents. The traveling pub- 
lic which uses these tickets is not entirely

The 
bears show decidedly less disposition to be aggressive, 
and the main selling comes from those holders who 
are content toaccept a small profit upon cotton 
bought during the recent depression, and are without 
any pronounced convictions with regard to an ulti- 
mate advance. We are thismorning in receipt ofa 
very exhaustive statement made up by Mr. J. H. 
Sloane, of Charlotte, N. C., with regard to the acre- 
age and use of fertilizers in the Piedmont section of 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Georgie. This 
statement, covering thirty-six points in all, indicates 
an average reduction of 15 per centin acreage and 
$3 percentin the use of fertilizers. During the af- 
ternoon the market was quiet, fluctuating within lim- 
itsof from2to 3 points: The close was steady at 
about 4 points advance on Saturday’s prices.

CHICAGO, March 21.—The weather conditions seem 
to be the potent influcnoe on the market today. Tak- 
ing the foreign markets asa whole, there is nothing 
that would indicate lower prices. On the contrary 
Liverpool and Berlin are stronger and somewhat 
higher, but reports of fine weather in France, snow 
in the winter wheat districts in this country the past 
day or two, andthe weather department prediction 
that warmer weather is quite probable in the near 
future caused a weak opening and a decline of fully le 
per bushel. Believers in wheat think that it will ail 
be wanted at the present prices or higher as soon as 
navigation opens. But the speculative trade contin- 
ues light. Receipts in the northwest are large and the 
bull element does not appear strong enough to sus- 
tain prices until the hoped for relief comes from the 
exporters. 

The reccipts of corn were large and the market cor- 
respndingly depressed. There is getting tobe quitea 
large short interest, which is Hable to cause quite a 
reaction as soon as the farmers get through their 
spring deliveries and become more genera!iv engaged 
in spring work, thus causing lighter receipts. 

Packers are looking for liberal receip's of hogs and 
do not seem inclined to sustain the market, The hog 
product is getting so very low it would seem very 
strange if there does not spring up an extraordinary 
foreign and domestic demand very soon that will 
relieve the holders.

- Jndge Clarke Says They Can’t Collect 


for Advertising. 


§ DECISION OF GENERAL INTEREST 


In Which Judge Marshall Clarke Differs 
from the Supreme Court of Missouri. 
How the Point Came Up. 


Judge Marshall Clarke decided yesterday 
that money cannot be collected by law for 
advertising in Sunday newspapers. 

The question came up in a comparatively 
gmiall case, but the decision is sweeping 
and far-reaching. The amount in suit was 
only S208, and the deduction for Sunday 
advertising was only $30, so it is not likely 
that the case will be appealed unless Messrs. 
George P. Rowell & Co., the © plaintiffs, 
ghould consider the question one of so much 
momeut in their business that they should 
decide to carry the question to the supreme 


court. 
This Particular Case. 


In ease they should do so they would not 
be without legal precedent to go upon, for 
the supreme court of Missouri has decided 
that a contract for advertising in The St. 
Louis Hicme-Journal, a Sunday newspaper, 
was lecal and binding. 

The case before Judge Clarke was that of 
George P. Rowell & Co. against the W. A. 
Taylor Drug Company. It was a suit for 
money due on advertising, which Messrs. 
Rowell & Co. had placed in various papers 
for the ‘Taylor Drug Company. Judge W. 
R. Hiammond represented the advertising 
agency and Colonel W. 8S. Thomson ap- 
peared for Mr. Taylor. 

From the petition of the plaintiff, it ap- 
peared that some of the advertising was in 
Sunday newspapers, and ou this Colonel 
Thomson put in a demurrer, claiming that 
the contract was illegal, in that it specified 
work to be done on Su.day. 

The Missouri: Supreme Court Contra. 


Judge Hammond argued that the contract 
did not necessarily C¢( ntemplate work done 
on Sunday, and that in fact the work neces- 
siry to the publication of Sunday papers 
was mostly done on Saturday. In support 
of this position, he cited from the fifty-second 
M'ssouri report’ the case of She field against 
Balmer, decided oy the supreme court of 
that state in 1S6D. ‘The suit in that case 
Wis or a contract made for the insertion of 
an advertisement jn The St. Louis Home- 
Journal, a Sunday newspaper. The paper 
was dated Sunday and copies were sold on 
Sunday, but was printed and mailed on Sat- 
uriay. The court held that the contract 
did not require anv work to be done on Sun- 
day and was therefore legal and binding. 

How the Papers View It. 

Of course the suestion has been considered 
by the publishers of Sunday newspapers, 
and their position has been that if the Sun- 
day law is to be enforced it would stop Mon- 
day papers rather than those of Sunday, 
for the Sunday papers are gotten up on 
Saturday and during the previous five 
days, while the paper issued on Monday is 
the one that requires work to be done on 
Sunday. ‘or that reason newspaper pub- 
lishers held out for a long time against 
publishing Monday papers. Finally Mon- 
day papers came to be looked on as a neces- 
sity as much as the telegraph or the passen- 
ger train. 


A New Ice Company.

GEORGIA'S EXHIBIT 


At the World's Fair Will Go Into the 
Main Building. 
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AND THERE'LL BE NO GEORGIA BUILDING. 


That’s the Way Things Look Now—Mr. 
Norrman Has His Report 
Ready. 


Georgia 
world’s fair. 

And the money which was first intended 
to be spent in the erection of a state build- 
ing will be used in making Georgia’s exhibit 
more magnificent. 

At least this seems to be a fair prophecy 
regarding the Georgia building. 

Architect Norrman will so recommend 
in his report, and he will be supported in 
his view of the matter by several if not all 
the members of the executive committee of 
the world’s fair committee of which Gov- 
ernor Northen is chairman. 

As soon as the executive committee was 
organized after the movement was started 
at Macon last fall, Mr. G. L. Norrman, the 
well-known architect, was chosen as archi- 
tect for the Georgia building at the world's 
fair. 

The selection was a good one, and Mr. 
Norrman at once set about his duties. He 
Inet with a severe obstacle at the very be- 
gining, and one which discouraged him 
greatly. He found that owing to the very 
small tract of ground alloted for the Geor- 
gia building, the structure would necessari- 
ly have to be very small and altogether in- 
adequate for the purpose for which it was 
designed. 

The space which the building would cover 
was the third part of a tract which was 
VOx200 feet in dimensions. 

After ascertaining this fact. Mr. Norr- 
man did not proceed to draw plans for the 
building as he had originally intended to do, 
but reported to the committee that the site 
which had been set apart for Georgia was 
altogether too small and that the best thing 
the state could do was to secure additional 
ground. 

The committee, acting on this suggestion 
decided to send Mr. Norrman and Mr. Mar- 
tin I’. Amorous to Chicago amd go before 
the proper authorities there and make an 
effort to get more roomy quarters. 

These gentlemen yisited Chicago about 
three weeks ago and performed their duties. 
But they were even more discouraged upon 
looking over the grounds than before. They 
found the space alloted the state in a very 
inconvenient corner of the grounds. It 
was altogether out of the current and 
would not be visited by one-half of the peo- 
ple who go to the world’s fair. Even with 
three times as much ground, a building in 
that out-of-the-way-place would be a use- 
less expenditure of money. To locate an 
exhibit of Georgia’s resources here would 
uullity whatever good might result to the 
state from a well-placed exhibit. 

‘he first obstacie of too small grounds 
then disappeared, and a greater and more 
iusurmouutable one arose in its stead.

Now, Mr. Norrman has prepared his report 
to theexecutive committee. In the report 
he details the true stute of affairs as they 
exist and recommends that Georgia do not 
build a state building at the world’s fair at 
all. He states that it was estimated to 
spend about ten thousand dollars in. the 
erection of a Georgia building. The origi- 
ual purpose of the building was for a 
state exhibit and for a headquarters for 
Creorgia people, comfortable sitting rooms, 
cloak rooms and other conveniences. He 
states that the Georgia ~ exhibit can be 
placed in the main building, where it can 
be seen by every visitor-to the world’s fair, 
and will do incaleulable good to Georgia in 
advertising her resources and possibilities. 
He thinks that the money which would be 
uecessary to erect a Georgia building could 
be much better expended in improving the 
Georgia exhibit. 

This report Mr. Norrman is ready to sub- 
mit to the governor as chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the world’s fair 
movement, and for this purpose he called 
on the governor vesterday. 

After a conference together the, governor 
requested Mr. Norrman to hold the report 
until today, when he could have a talk 
with Mr. Martin I*. Amorous, chairman of 
the building committee.

Norrman and Governor Northen will hold 
a conference today. 

Mr. Norrman’s report will most likely go 
to the building committee for action. 

Governor Northen agrees with My. Norr- 
man in his views of the matter. 

“There is no use,” said he yesterday, “for 
Georgia to spend $10,000 erecting a stop- 
ping place for Georgians in an out-of-the- 
way spot, which would hardly be found by 
half of the Georgians who go there. The 
money would do vastly more good spent in 
an exhibit.”
